Ohio born Thomas grad- 
wated as class valedictor- 
ian in 1905 from Prinee- 
ton University. Following a 
term as assistant pastor of a 
New York City church, he 
attended Union Theological 
Seminary, where he was or- 
dained and given the Ameri- 
can Parish in East Harlem. 

In 1918, when the United 
States entered into World 
War I, Thomas took a definite 
opposition stand and became 
an active member of the Am- 
eriean Union Against Mili- 
tarism. 

His views on his anti-war 
and socialist policies, caused 
him to resign from his parish 
post, when members began 
withdrawing their support. 

As a-member of the Social- 
ist Party he took part in 
numerous free speech fights 
and civil liberty trials. 

An organizer of the Ameri- 
Civil Liberties Union, 
Thomas also founded and 
edited The World Tomorrow, 
a socialistic publication.
